The Russian “Gibraltar” con- 
aisls of the two Estonian Islands 
of ‘Dayoe and Oasel, lying off the 
Gulf of Riga, The reports now 
reaching here indicate that the 
bays of these islands haye been 
deepened, submarine pens blasted 
out In the rocks of thelr craggy 
coasts, mnilitary alrfelds laid down 
and barracks built for naval oifl- 
cers, men and maintenance per- 
sonnel, : 

The work has been carried out 
over the past two years by Rus- 
sian “building commandos” work- 
ing under the supervision of 
secret police officinis. 

With the work completed, Rus- 
sin has begun to mon her Islands. 

This spring, after dismissing the 
Estonian Government and replac~ 
ing {ft largely with handpicked 
Communists, specially trained In 
“national security” in Moscow, 
she began to ship over Red Army, 
Navy and Air Force men from the 
mainland. : 

They ore busy improving the

Other te¢hnicians are building 
redar stations on .Oesel's South, 
and West coast and on Dagoe near 
the Dager lighthouse. 


Island’s. purpose 
These Islands serve not only 
as offensive bases againet Fin- 
land, about 100 mites away, and, 

Sweden, about 200 -miles away, 

but also as guardians of tho sea 

approaches to Leningrad. 

Together with Russja’s base at 
Porkkala, outside Helsinki in 
South Finland, the islands form a 
pincer in the East Baltic which 
the Kremlin could close by a 
single order, : 

Their coasts bristle with cight- 
inch guns whlch can lay. a blan- 
ket of fire across the Eastern 
Baltic from coast: to coast. 

The guns, manned by three 
officers, n 
officers and 23 men, -are arranged 
on the “Maginot Line” principle, 
with their low, rounded turrets 
on a ground level and, camouflag- 
ed to, make detectlon by enemy 
spotting aircraft more difficult. . 

Beneath the turret, a hollow 
concrete shaft runs down into the 
ground dividing three subter- 
rancan storeys. The first storey on 
the left hand side of the shaft

THE DOOR OPENS 


Events in Korea have flung 
wide open the door to op- 
portunity. Collective action 
against aggression has been 
vindicated. The arm of. the 
law must be retained in 
full readiness both as a warn- 
ing against a repetition of 
aggression and as a safeguard 
against the perils. of im- 
provisation. Statesmanship 
can now function in strength, 
and it should be as vigorous, 
bold, and imaginative as the 
other arm, 

The meeting of President 
Truman and General Mac- 
Arthur is designed to co- 
ordinate the two. They re- 
present complementary, not 
rival, methods. It would be 
a profound mistake to regard 
them differently. 

' The United Nations is fast 
becoming a Power in its own 
right, able not merely to de- 
bate issues that arise but also 
to enforce..its decisions and 
implement its Charter. In this 
it has now been aided by a 
sensible conciliation of the 
responsibilities of the Great 
Powers with the paralysis of 
the veto. Only when the 
Security Council is thus 
hamstrung will it be necessary 


for the Great Powers repre- 


sented there to pass the res- 
ponsibility on ‘to, the General 
Assembly. : 
The immediate problem fs 
‘the pacification, unification, 
and rehabilitation of Korea. 
The Korean Communist 
leader has called for a fight 
to the death. Yet, as Mr. 
Dean Acheson has ‘just said, 
the ‘patriotic thing for all 
Koreans to do would be to co- 


-| operate- with the--United—Na- | 


tions in restoring peace and 
unity to their country. 
Guerilla warfare in the moun- 
tains of the South would de- 
lay recovery and prolong the 
misery of the people. Fur- 
ther fighting in the wild lands 
North of the MacArthur line, 
in the depths of a harsh win- 
ter, is likewise to be avoided 
by all possible means short of 
surrender to such defiance. 
Here, in the rugged buffer 
area between the MacArthur 
Line -and the Manchurian 
border, the United Nations 


¢ ought to seek and receive the 


co-operation of the Chinese. 
The People’s Government 
have exposed .themselves to 
criticism for the aid and com- 
fort—short of armed inter- 
vention—they have admitted- 
ly given to the Korean ag- 
gressors. The time has come 
to redress the balance. It has 


-{ been hinted that the Peking 


regime ‘ may be ‘recognised 
after the Congressional . elec- 
tions less than a‘month hence. 
Co-operation now’ ~ will 
facilitate this. If neither they

Soon after I took my ‘seat 
for the first time in ‘the 
House of . Commons. in 
February, 1905, a young man 
came up-to me whose: face 
was famillar to me trom car-

. “I am ‘Winston 
Churchill and we are related by 
marriage” [my sunt had married 
his uncle]. “Let me know if I 
can ‘help you to find -your way 
about this place.” 
1 was immensely pleased and 
flattered because I was suffering 


jat the time from the deflation not 


unusual In the victor of a by- 
election. 

In the previous November 1 
had been elected in my present 
constituency. I was not only the 
only candidate to hold a by~elec- 
tion scat for the Conservative 
Party in. that year—although I 
was one of the yotingest to be re- 
turned to Parliament for many 
years—I was also still an. under- 
grndunte at Oxford at the time. 


They laughed. 


But when y was introduced into 
the House and advanced up the 
Floor between my two. sponsors 
there was lronical laughter from 
the Liberal benches at my youth- 
ful appearance, In the following 
weeks none of the prominent men 
in the party ever took the trouble 
to say a word to me. 

No doubt this was very good 
for me, but I was correspondingly 
grateful for Mr, . Churchill's 
observation to me, 

. Incidentally, a pompous mem- 
ber of the Conservative Party 
warned me against having any- 
thing to do with “that young 

who is the most unpopular ‘Mem- 
ler in the House.” 

I did not take his advice, and 
enjoyed then, as I do today, the 
priceless value of Mr. Churchill's 
friendship. 

It Is true that Mr. Churchill 
was very unpopular with | the 


Conservatives, partly because of]. 


his “crossing the Floor of the 
House" und partly because he 
went out of his way to be as 
aggressive as he could to all and 
sundry on our benches. 

. But his pertinacity, wit and 
power of repartee earned him a 
position in the closing days of the 
1900 Parllament which made ith 


certain: that’ ho: would be given} 
junior office after the clectlon if 
the Liberals came into powex—as 
they ‘did with. a overwhelming 
majority.

Mr. Churchill ‘had to try to 
Iriduce the. majority of Liberal 
private .Members not to pass the 
motion, while’ at the same time 
associating himself with many of 
the criticisms directed against 
Lord Milner's administration in 
South Africa, 

Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, In one 
of the last great specches which 
he delivered in the House of 
Commons, made a devastating 
reply, and there were some, 
though not those who.knew him, 
like mysclf, who thought that Mr. 
Churchill had killed himself by 
his first ministerial speech. 

He soon recovered from the 
effects of it, and from then until 
1914 he never looked back despite 
certain electoral misfortunes duc 
to the fact that In those days.a 
junior Minister, when he was pro- 
moted to Cabinet rank, had to 
offer himself for re-election. 

He was a highly successful 
Home Seeretary and the whole 
country, :at the outbreak of the 
1914 war, owed him on immeasur- 
able debt of gratitude for his 
work as First Lord of the 
Admiralty. 


Gallipoli disaster 

Those best’ qualificd to judge 
the facts still differ about the de- 
gree of his responsibility: for the 
disasters in Gallipoll. 

As one who fought in ‘that his- 
toric campalgn, I don’t blame Mr. 
Churchill for its failure; it was 
due to a combination of circum- 
stances, including bad military 
leadership. 

But there can be no question 
of the valuc of Mr. Churchill's 
services in the later stages of the 
war as Minister of Munitions. 


“His fortunes varied iorece the | 


wars, :If,-as.some of: his .critles 
claim; he made mistakes o2 Chan- 
eelior of the’ Exchequor: in . the 
first. Baldwin administratidn, they 
were nothirig' to tho similar ‘mis- 
takes made by Finance Ministers 
in almost every great industrial 
country at the time.. 
Mr, Churchill . hos himsclt 
written fully of the work which 


i{he did os the head of 4 group, 


in which I was included, advecat- 
ing in the middle ‘30's a greater 
acceleration of rearmament, 
Events subsequently proved how 
fully. justified we were, 

Mr. Churchill’s. magnificent 
leadership, supreme. courage, and 
ability to sce Into the very core 
and essence of the. most baffling 
problems during the war necd no 
commendation from me or any 
other of his millions of admirers. 
, But-one fact about him since 
1945 needs emphasis which it is 
not sufficiently. obtaining today. 

The © lesser “intelligentsia” 
among the Socialists in the House 
and in the Press ore at the 
moment taking part in a concert- 
ed movement to try to prove that, 
great as was Mr, Churchill's con- 
tribution during the war to 
national survival, he is now 
merely an aged politician whose 
day is done, but:who is determined 
to get into power by any means. 

This is misrepresentation at its 
worst. 


His three ideas 

Since 1945 Mr. .Churchill has 
been the real originater of three 
ideas which, os they are fully 
developed into actunlities, may 
be the means of avoiding the 
terrible calamity of a third World 
War. They are Western Union, 
the Council of Europe, and an 
integrated defence system for the 
Western Powers backed by the 
tremendous weight of the United 
States. 

To their own disgrace, a num- 
ber of Socialists tabled a motion 
of censure upon him for his 
Fulton’ speech, Today it, forms 
the ‘basis of their own Govern-. 
ment’s policy, but none’ of those 
who appended their signatures to 
the motion have had the decency 
to acknowledge -the fact. ~ 

If at the next General Election 
the people of this country again 
reject this great man as their 
national leader they will do so at 
thelr peril. 


TRADE UNIONISM-OR TYRANNY? 


‘The modern State, which]. 


touches our lives: from the 
cradle to: the grave, is often 
tyrannical, even when its in- 
tentions are good. |. © 

But for that tyranny all of us 
are responsible. We are a demo- 
cracy, free to make and unmake 
governments, and so presumably 
we get the governments we 
deserve. 

But during my lifetime there 
has grown up another tyranny. 
For this tyranny we are not all 
responsible, for it is answerable 
to nobody but gael 


ing us on our way. If economy 
is geared, as in the past, large- 
ly with Japan, pyeen 
should go the other way, as 

provided for in the Cairo 
agreement, Civil war, in any 
case, is to be ruled out, and 
it ought not to be‘ necessary. 
Chinese aid in safeguarding 
peace din North Korea will 
justify aid ‘to them. in turn 
in the peaceful settlement of 
Formosa, whose provincial 
Government, should be, as 
far as possible, left intact. 

If there is co-operation in- 
stead of hostile intervention, 
by the Chinese Communists 
in North Korea, there must 
‘be co-operation, -instead of 
hostile invasion of the main- 
land, in Formosa.’ The two in 
this sense are part of a single 
line. -of .action—and- Korea 
comes . first. Detailed solu- 
tions can await the acceptante 
of principle, and’ ‘adventures 
in statesmanship and ‘con- 
ciliation: must be safeguarded 
by all means we still possess 
against misadventure. The 
United Nations will make 
‘clear its sincere and honest 
intentions, but it will ‘not ‘be 
fooled... :. 

Meanwhile, two other pro- 
blems have also to be dealt 
with—the peace treaty, with 
Japan. and the Communist 
irruption into French. posi- 
tions .in.

the freedom of science Is threat- 
ened by State control, the great- 
er. the..achievements. of science 
the more serious: is their abure, 
and over all hangs the -horror 
of sclentiNe war. Fifty’ years 
have put a grave question mark 
to science. - 


This sharp change is duc to 
harsh facts driven home by the 
experience of two world’ wars, 
At the opening of this century 
HG. Wells wag calling his books 
“Mankind in| the Making,” “A 
Modern Utopia,” sand - 
Worlds for Old.” By 1945 he 
wis writing “Mind at the End 
of Its Tether,” the story of the 
death of a great hope. 


Wells's development * from 
carly optimism to finnt despair 
was exaggerated, but it certain- 
ly reflected the changing mood 
of the world of science. . - 


In 1905 ‘an’ idealistic 
physicist, Albert Elnstein; made 
theoretical discovery about 
mass and energy, in the belict 
that he was deepening our 
understanding of. nature and 
that there his ° responsibility 
‘ended, Thirty-flve -years later 
the same man found it his duty 
to persuade the United States 
Government to apply that dls- 
covery in developing the atomic 
bomb, That is a ‘symbol of the. 
two-fold tragedy, individual and 
social, of seience in our time, 
-Asia will-find it hard to forgive 
the West for the atomic bomb;} 
science has -intensified the hat- 
Pirie and fears that divide man- 

ind, 


The pattern of life: 


It js no answer to say that 
science is Innocent and the com- 
munity guilty of its misuse, 
Scientists ore human beings with 
their own: sense, of responsibility, 
and of guilt when they cvade 
it. Moreover, as’ the sciences 
approach ‘the study of man, 
scientific ideas’ cease to be 
wthically neutral; they exercise 
a pervasive influence on morals. 
Science can claim no privilege; 
it is inescapably part of the 
whole pattern’of human life. 

Nor is it enough to ascribe the 
trouble to the unbalanced deve- 
lopment of science, and to as- 
sume that, if we understood hu- 
man belngs as ; well as we under- 
stand matter, all would be well. 
A Goebbels. helped by some fu- 
ture Newton of ‘psychology 
would’ be even more, dangrrous' 

Each of us may have his own 
explanation for, the present 
plight, but. one thing is clear; 
there is no quick solution. Cer- 
tainly there 1s no escape, from 
sacience,

greatest moral figure of our age,

The Newsprint Supply Com- 
Pany annaunced today that stocks 
were as: low today as at the 
worst period of the war, and that 
a further saving in consumption 
is unavoldable. se 


The new ration will be based 
On circulations at the present ra- 
tioning level, which allows most 
newspapers to publish six pages 
daily. During the war, when 
tonnage rationing. was -in force, 
newspapers for a long time pro- 
duced only four-page editions. - 


The statement added that the 
British newsprint mills are at full 
capacity and are committed by a 
Government decislon to export a 
much larger proportion of their 
production than before the war.’ 


Imports of the newsprint sup- 
ply from Scandinavia are already 
back to pre-war levels and can- 
not be Increased In the near 
future, 


After the British Government's 
cancellation of newsprint supplics 
from Canadinn mills earlier this 
year, the Canadians could not 
easily or quickly resume thelr 
deliveries. 


It has been decided that the re-| God 


turn to tonnage rationing will be 
for a minimum period of six 
months. ° 

It may be that a further cut 
will be considered dy. the directors 
of the company in the light of 
experience during the next ration- 
ing ptriod.
